Washington—Appealing: for more 


vigilant enforcement of law on the 
part of states and local governments 
and for a "universal observance of 
the Constitution" by tho American 
public. 'President Coolidge in a Mem- 
orial Day address today at Arlington 
Cemetery declared that "what we need 
Is not more Federal government, but 
better local government.*' 


"\Ve are- not a lawless people, "said 


the President," but we are too fre- 
quently a careless one. The multi- 
plicity of laws, the varied possibili- 
ties of appeas. the 
disposition 
to 


techincality in procedure, .the delays 
and consequent expense of litigation 
which inevitably injure to 
the ad- 


vantage of wealth and 
specialized 


ability—all these have been recounted 
as reproaches to us. 


"It is strange that such laxities 


should persist in a time like the pre- 
sent, which is marked by a determined 
upward movement in behalf of social 
welfare. But they do exist. They de 
monstrate a. need for better, promp 
ter. less irksome and expensive ad- 
ministration of the laws: for uniformi- 
ty of procedure: for more accurate'de- 
• limitation of state .and federal aii 
thority." 


Mr. Coolidge made only passing re- 


ference to prohibition, and did not ap- 
ply his observation directly to any 
particular sitution. 
Declaring that 


"when the 
local government 
\init 


evades its responsibility, it is started 
In the vicious way to disregard of law 
and laxity-of living."he continued: 


"The police force which is adminis- 


tered on the assumption that the vio 
lation of some laws may be ignored 
has started toward demoralization. 
The community which approves such 
administration is making dangerous 
concessions. 
There is no use dis- 


guising the fact that as a nation our 
attitude toward the prevention and 
punishment of crime needs more seri- 
ous attention. Tho conclusion is in 
escapable that laxity of administra- 
tion reacts upon public opinion, caus- 
ing: cynicism and loss of confidence 
In both law and its enforcement and 
therefore in Its observance. The fall 
Tire local government has a demoraliz 
ins effect in every direction. 


"There are vital issues, in which 


the nation greatly needs a revival of 
Interest and concern. It Is senseless 
to boast of our liberty when we flm! 
that to so.shocking an extent It is 
merely the liberty to go ill-governed. 


• It is time to take 
warning that 


neither the liberties we .prize nor the 
system under which we claim them 
are safe while such conditions exist. 


"We shall not correct admitted and 


grave defects If we hesitate to re 
•og-nlze them. 
We must be frank 


with ourselves. "We ought to be our 
«*m harshes critics. We can afford 
to fce. for-in "spite of everything we 
•101 have a balanceof prosperity, o: 
gtneral welfare, of secure freedom, am 
•f righteous purpose, that gives us as 
-•uranco of leadership among the na 
Hons. 


"Our 
country was conceived in the 


theory of local self-government. 
It 


has been dedicated by lonp practice 
to that wise and beneficent policy 
It is the foundation principle of our 
system of liberty. It makes the largest 
promise to the freedom and develop 
mcnt of th individual. Its prverva 
tion is worth all the effort and al 
the sacrifice that it may cost. 


"It can not be denied that the pros 


«nt tendency is not in harmony w 
this spirit. The individual, instead 
Of working out his own salvation and 
securing his own freedom by estab- 
lishing his own economic and mora 
Independence by his ownlndstryand 
his own self-mastery, lends to throw 
himself on some 
vague 
influence

As the airplane nearcd Anacostla,

running. The actor spoke to Veedcr 
and when there was no reply he 
touched him. The pilot's head had 
fallen back and torthelmcss realized 
that he was ill.

COOLJDGE PAYS HIGH TRIBUTE TO 


VETERANS IN MEMORIAL DAY TALK 


At the memorial exercises. -.Arling- 


ton 
Xational 
Cemetery. Saturday. 


May 30, 1925, at 1 p. m.. President 
Coolidge spoke as follows: 


For those who are the inheritors 


of "a noble estate and a high place in 
the world, it is a good thing to pause 
at 
intervals and consider by what 


favor of fortune and of ancestry their 
lines have fallen in such pleasant 
places. Thus to meditate upon that 
course of events, which has given 
them what they have and made them 
what they are. will tend to remind 
them how great is thoir debt and 
how little is their share of merit. 


This Is the day on which the Ameri- 


can people each year acknowledge 
that they have such a debt. It has 
been set aside that a grateful Nation 
may do fitting honor to the memory 
of those who have made the (great- 
est and most voluntary contribution 
to it. Here about us. in this place of 
beauty and reverence, lies «he mortal 
dust of a noble host, to whom we 
have come to pay our tribute, as thau 
sands of other like gatherings will 
do throughout our land. 
In their 


youth and strength, their love and 
loyalty, those who rest h««re gave to 
their country nil that mortality can 
give. 
For what the sacrificed we 


must slve back the pledge of faith to 
all that they held d«>ar. constantly re- 
newed! constantly justified. Doing less 
would betray them and dishonor us. 


To such a memorial as exists here 


we can only come in a spirit of 
humility and of gratitude. 
We can 


not hope to repay thos» whom we are 
assembled to honor. They were mov- 
ed by a noble conception of human 
possibilities and human destiny. But 
we can undertake to find what was 
their inspiration and seek to make it 
our puide. By that they will be re- 
compensed. 
"These who arc 
represented here 


were men in whom courage had reach- 
ed a high moral quality. They had 
been brave enough not to shrink from 
looking at facts and institutions. They 
had been honest enouch to admit that 
they saw there much that was not 
good. They glossed over no wrongs, 
they hid away no skeletons. They did 
not pretend that wrong was right or 
ever could be right. They had put 
much thought to tho lessons of hard 
experience, and had frankly afknowl- 
edced that they must deal with a 
crisis In the Nation's life. They were 
sure that union was a bJessinc. Jhat 
slavery was a wrong, and that domes- 
tic war was the <*mpremo human 
tragedy. This selUed. they saw that 
on*o of three courses must bo taken. 
T&ey couW have had "peace with 
disunion, or they co«*W have had 
poaoc and union, -with slavery. Free- 
d«n with -union, they saw «t lasl. 
meant war. We know how they de- 
cMod. We know at what fearful cost 
they supported their decision. 


We live far enouch away from those 


limes of test and trial to know that 
sincerity and honesty did not nil lie 
on cither side. 
We know the con- 


nicis of -loyalties, traditions, ances- 
try, and Interest which drew-men to 


one side and the other. 
I "don't il 


there ever was another so great and 
elemental a conflict from which men 
emerged with so much of mutual 
respect, with so little of bitterness and 
lingering 
hostility. 
The 
struggle 


brought tho whole Nation at last to 
see that its only assurance was in 
unity. United, it could go its way in 
all security: divided, both sections be- 
coming the prey of jealousy and in- 
trigue, would have dissipated all the 
power they now have for good in the 
world. 


Our generation has recently lived 


through times still so vivid as to 
seem but as yesterday, which have 
taught us deeply to appreciate the 
value of union in purpose and effort 
We have, come to see as through a 
crystal that In the national variety o' 
talents and resources, of cultures and 
capacities, of climates and of soils. O' 
occupations and of interests, lies th< 
guaranty of both our power and our 
authority. More than that, they have 
tnught us how heavy and important 
is our responsibility In the world. 


Conscious of a strength which re- 


moves us from either fear or trucu 
lence. satisfied .with dominions 'and 
resources which free us from lust o' 
territory or empire, we see *bat our 
highest interest will be promoted hj 
the prosperity and progress of ou1 
neichbors. We recocnlzo that wha1 
has been accomplished here has large 
ly been due to the capacity of our 
people for efficient cooperation.

It 
brought \he Union into danger: and 
In the ond'tva? dcstroyel itself. "Where 
there was sincere acceptance of the 
d-jal sovereignty theory: where the 
States sought to do their full part. 
and accepted the determinations of 
the Xational Government as to rest. 
the plan worked. Where the States 
sought more from the Federal au- 
thority than it 
could give, and re- 


sisted national, demandF— then came 
dissension and. at length, war. 


It would be folly to deny that we 


still have problems of interstate re- 
lations to handle. We boast that this 
is a land of equal opportunity for 
all. 
We insisct that there is one law 


for aff the people. But that equality 
suffers often because of the diver- 
gencies between the laws of different 
States. So long as some1 can go to 
n distant State for divorces which 
others are denied at home. ther« Is 
not equality in this regard. 
When 


some States grant valuable exemp- 
tions 
from 
taxation 
which 
other 


States impose, one person may enjoy 
while another is denied these benefits. 


A few years ago a majority of the 


States had adopted prohibition or rigid 
restrictions on the traffic in intoxicat- 
ing liquor. But other SWte« did not 
cooperate in advancing this policy. 
nnd ultimately by national action it 
was extended" to all the Union. By 
failing to meet the requirements of a 
national demand ihe States became de- 
prived of the power to act. If ques- 
tions which the States will not fairly 
settle on their own account 
shall 


the exercise by thc States of that 
vastly greater share of Government 
power which resides in them, to the 
exclusion of the Federal Government. 
In ordinary1 times nearly the entire 
burden of taxation represents State 
and local demands. Even now. despite 
the enormous increase 
of Federal 


taxes from pre-war years. State and 
local taxes far exceed the Federal re- 
quirements. 
Moieover. tho national 


burden is being continually reduced, 
while that of thc local units Is grow- 
ing and likely to continue to grow. 


Such is the real distribution 'of 


duties, responsibilities, nnd expenses 
Yet people are given to thinking and 
speaking of the National Government 
as "the Government." They demand 
more from it than it was ever in- 
tended to provide: and yot in the 
same breath they complain that Fed- 
eral authority is stretching itself over 
areas which do not concern it. On 
one side, there are demands for more 
amendments to the Constituton. On 
tho other there i* too much opposi- 
tion to those that already exist. 


Without doubt, the roanon for in- 


creasing demands on the Federal Gov- 
ernment is that the Stntcs have no* 
discharged their full duties. 
Some 


have done better and sonic worse, but 
as a whole they have not done all they 
should. 
So demand has grown up 


for a greater concentration of pow> 
ers in the Federal Government. If 
we will fairly consider it. we mus: 
conclude that the remedy would be 
worse than the disease. 
What we 


need is not more Federal covernment. 
but better local government. Yet many 
people who would agree to this have 
large responsibility for the lapses of 
!oc«l authority. 


From every position of consistency 


with our system, more centralization 
ought to be avoided. The States would 
protest, promptly enough, anything 
savoring of Federal usurnation. Their 
protestion will lie in discharging the 
full obligations that have been im- 
nosed on them. Onc» the evasion of 
local responsibilities becomes a habit, 
there is no knowing how far the con- 
sequences may reach. Every step in 
such a progression will be unfortun- 
ate alike for States and Nation. The 
country needs, in grappling with the 
mainifold problems of these times, 
all the courage, intelligence, training, 
and skill that can be enlisted in both 
State and national administrations. 


One insidious practice which sugar- 


coats the dose of Federal intrusion is 
the division of expense for public im- 
provements or services between State 
and National treasuries. The ardent 
States-rights advocate sees 
In this 


practice a vicious weakening of the 
State system. The extreme federalist 
is apt to look upon It In cynical 
fashion as bribing the States into sub- 
ordination. 
The average American, 


believing in our dual-sovereignty sys- 
tem, must feel that the policy of na- 
tional doles to thc States Is bad and 
may become disastrous. We may go 
on yet for a time with the easy as- 
sumption that "if thc States will not. 
the Nation must." But that way lies 
trouble. When the National Treasury 
contributes half, there is tempation to 
extravagance by thc State. We have 
seen 
some 
examples in connection

his own sclfmastory. tends to throw

which he denominates society"- and 
to hold Hint In some way responsible 
for the sufficiency of his support and 
the morality of his actions. The local 
political units likewise look to the 
States, the States look to the Nation, 
and nations arc beginning to look to 
some vague organization, some nebu- 
lous concourse of humanity, to pay 
their bills and tell them what to do. 
This is not local self-government. 
It 


is not American. It is not the me- 
thod which has made fhis country 
what it is. We can not maintain the 
western standard of ctviliratlon on 
that theory- If It is supported at all. 
It will have to be supported on the 
principle of individual responsibility. 
If that principle be malntnned. the re- 
sult which I believe America wishes 
to see produced inevitably will follow. 


There Is no other foundation on 


which freedom has ever found a per- 
manent abiding place. We shall have 
to make our decision whether we 
wish to maintain our present institu- 
tions, or whether we wish to ex- 
change them for i<omethinB else. 
If 


we permit some one to come to sup- 
port us. we can not prevent some 
one coming to govern us. If we are 
too weak to take charge of our own 
morality, 
we shall not 
be strong 


enough to take charge of our own 
liberty. 
If we can not govern our- 


selves, if we can not observ° the law. 
nothing remains but to have pome 
one else govern us. to have the law 
enforced against us. and to stop down 
from the honorable abiding place of 
freedom to the Ignominious abode of 
servitude. 


If these principles are sound, two 


conclusions foUow. 
The individual 


and the local state, and national politi- 
cal units ought to be permitted to 
assume their own responsibilities. An- 
other course in the end will be sub 
versfve both of character and liberty. 
But it is equally clear that Iney in 
their turn must meet their obligations. 
If there is to be a continuation of 
individual and local self-government 
and of State sox-erelgnty. theindividuai 
and locality must govern themselvei 
and the State must assert its sov- 
ereignty. Otherwise these rights and 
privileges will be confiscated under 
the all compelling pressure of public 
necessity for a better maintenance ol 
order arid morality. The whole world 
has reached a stage in which, if we 
do not set ourselves right. -we- ma> 
be perfectly .sure that an authoritx 
will be asserted by others for the 
purpose of setting us right. 
- But before we attempt to set our 
"selves up as exponents iOf universa 
reform, it would b« wise to remember 
that progress is of slow growth, and 
al?o to remember that -moderation, 
patience, forbearance, and charity are 
virtues in their own right. The only

Board, and so long as Calvin Coolidge 
is President, we may be sure that 
high grade men will continue in con 
trol. As a result, the banks of the 
country, taken as a. whole, are In a 
very strong position, with larger re 
serves than at 
any 
previous time 


when the country had the 
present 


amount of business. There are stil 
a few banks' In the "West which are 
struggling, but even these are in a 
better position than they have been 
since the War. The United States 
has about two-thirds of the total gold 
supply of the world and Is strength 
ening its position as an international 
banking poyer. Therefore 
sufficient 


cash and credit is> today available for 
all legitimate enterprises:—that is to 
say. there is a plentiful supply of 
money. 


"While this supply is larse. there 


has not been a 
corresponding 
in 


crease In demand for funds by the 
larce borrowers. Both railroads anc 
industrial concerns have been plow 
Ing large sums 
back 
into 
their 


properties, reducing floating indebt- 
edness and gradually strengthening 
their financial structure. 
Many of 


the large corporations 
are

loaners of money, rather than bor- 
rowers: and some have unconscious- 
ly become huge banking companies as 
well as engaged in the manufacture 
of steel, electrical machinery or auto- 
mobiles.

Ther* are certain commodities, such 
as rubber, which have gone up 
In 


price and there are others, like the 
building materials, which have held 
their own. but th» average of all com- 
modities has cradually been declining 
ever since the War. 


"Even if commodity prices were at 


their former high 
figure, it

ivould not be necessary to carry the 
iarce commodity stocks as formerly. 
The very much improved transporta- 
tion conditions have made It unnec- 
essary for manufacturers to kpep on 
hand so large- a supply of raw ma- 
terials or for merchants to carry such 
full lines of goods. Both raw mater- 
ials and manufactured goods can be 
secured now by jobbers and retail- 
ers on a few days' notice. This tends 
to relieve further the financial situa- 
tion and reduce further th» <-urront de- 
mand for money.

Drop In Material Prices 


Is Big Aid To Industry 


BY JOHN T. FIANX 


New York—The outstanding 
busi- 


ness phenomena now observable may 
bo summed up as .follows: 


1. A decline In the price of raw 


materials, thus decreasing the spread 
between raw materials and manufac 
tured goods and tending to correct 
that maladjustment in industry. 


2. A decrease In speculative bus! 


new.3. A slight tendency toward <ight 
ening In money. 


• 4. A slight decrease in the 
ness curve. 


The latter statement I base on the 


authority of the Harvard University 
Business School. I do not by any 
means adopt It. I am not at all sure 
that the business curve is based on 
the right factors. 
But I include it 


here for what it Is worth. 


In March the index of raw mater- 


ial prices declined sharply. 
Semi-fin- 


ished materials on the average also 
declined, but not so much as raw 
materials. Finished 
goods showed 


only a slight change and were but 
little below the average for the last 
five mont!is. 


P-eHminary April data give reason 


to believe that the relatively large de- 
cline in raw materials has continued. 


These facts indicate that important 


progress has been made toward 
re- 


Heveing one of the great maladjust- 
ments of the present price structure. 
Ray materials (including ore. 
coke, 


pig iron, wool, etc., have long been 
high In comparison with semi-finished 
and 
finished 
commodities (general 


manufactuerd goods, not specifically 
iron and steel). This condition which 
was particularly 1-ad in -1922 and in 
the early part of this year, has been 
one of the most serious difficulties in 
the way of satisfactory earnings on 
the part of manufacturers of finished 
goods. 


The ratio of semi-finished goods to 


raw materials is now the lowest since 
last December, and the ratio of fin- 
ished goods to raw materials is back 
to a level about the same as the 
average of the last year.and a half. 


Semi-finished or "producers' goods" 


[including- semi-finished steel, 
build- 


ing materials, heavy chemicals, yarns 
etc..) are now relatively low and 
it 


seems reasonable to 
conclude that 


they are near bottom 
levels. Raw 


materials seem likely to go lower on 
the average a step v/hlch will permit, 
better operating margins and lower 
prices on finished goods. 


The production of bituminous coal, 


which was about 37.200.000 tons in 
March, fell to approximately 33.700. 
000 tons in April. Tnis decrease, how- 
ever, was less than usually occurs 
between the two months. This change 
in trend may bo attributed to the cold 
weather of the last month. 


It seems likely that the output of 


bituminous coal will be further re- 
duced, since prices are below a profit- 
able lex-el in most territories and in- 
dustry is still declining somewhat. 
The long continued dullness In 
the 


coal market is unrelieved. 


Stocks of bituminous coal held by 


industries' also declined, and at 
the 


first of May were at the lowest point 
reached in the last two years. 
Or- 


dinarily this would occasion better 
buying but at the present time, with 
the railroad situation as favorable 
as it is. no immediate concern over 
supply has appeared. 


The price of bituminous coal 
in 


April showed the lowest average in 
years. It is believed that coal prices 
are at rock bottom for the seaEion. 


Clearly the general trend of build- 


ing costs has been downward since 
the middle of 192!!. The month of 
April showed a continued .decline. In 
April the cost of constructing a ce- 
ment factory was about 3.5 per cent 
less than at the 1923 peak, while the 
cost of a frame dwelling was approxi- 
mately 5.3 per cent less. 


The foregoing data are of interest 


as bearing on the general subject 
of expense for additions, betterments, 
and repairs to buildings. They also 
have a broader significance in connec- 
tion with the question 
of building 


supply and rents. 


As the nation catches up with its 


long 
postponed 
building p-ogram, 


there should be a continuation of the 
tendency toward lower costs of con- 
struction and lower rent, which would 
constitute another step in the direc- 
tion of remedying one of the great 
economic maladjustments which fol- 
lowed the war.
